TUB RAILWA Y LANDS MATTER, 



.'Regarded in its moat favorable as- 
pocfc — looked at frora the standpoint of 
an apologist for tlio cavalier treatment 
of the "duly accredited agent" of tlic 
Dominion Govcrnnipnt — wo fear that 
tlie most abject follower of the local 
magnates will be at a loss for argument 
to palliate or justify the criminal 
waste of precious timo that took 
place in the preparation of the Crov- 
emnient reply to the Dominion pro- 
poaition. For twenty days the Gov- 
ernment held i\lr. TitUTcn's proposition 
*iu ttioir hands before they forwarded 
a reply. And now that that re])ly has 
reabfaeU the Dominion agent, what is it 
but a piece of spKcious liumbuggery 
intended to ward olFfor anotlicr yoar a 
crisis that sooner or later must he con- 
sidered by the people? There is no 
finality U) the reply. It is tomiiorizing, 
weak auo deceitful. It pretends to 
bo willing to extend a "liberal consid- 
eration" to the proposition; and adds in 

• the same hcntence that tlie "request is 
of much too indotiiiitc a character" to 
be immediately disiiosed of. If wo ad- 
rait that tlie document is "indolinite" 

. (although to our mind it seems toconvoy 
the proposition in terse and clearterms), 
was it not the duty of the Govern- 
ment during the twenty days that 
elapsed from the receipt of ?ilr. 
TnuTcii's letter to the date of their 
reply to liave had the rough places 
made smooth and the hollows tilled up ? 

"^X request for the elucidation of any 

.pa.ssage which seemed " indefinite " 
would, we feel assured, have met 
with immediate and satisfactory 
explanation. But akliough this ("iov- 
ornment profes.s to think tliat liie 
proposition was indefinite they retain- 
ed the document for thirteen day.s 
in their hands without (as Mr. Tbutcii 
justly complains) sending him any 
communication "written or oral'' on the 
subject, and wlj"n at last they con- 
descended to acknowledge the reciMpt of 
the proposition, did they aak for nn ex- 
planation of its "indelinite" jias.sages ? 
No. They asked for no information 
on any iioint, and the tone of their ac- 
knowledgment is not unlike the 
answer that a pert, overfed swell would 
send to a begging letter-writer, al- 
though they recognized IM r. Trutcu from 
the first lis the "duly accredited ngent"of 
the Dominion Government. Had they 
turned to recent orders in council of 
the Dominion Government (long since 

••in their possession) llicy would have 
found that 'Sir. TuuTCU was appointed 
Dominion agent because of tlie "great 
distance" of the Province from Ottawa, 
and that in his instructions he is, re- 
quired to confer with the Provincial Gov- 
ernment on the subject and to urge on 
behalf of the Government of tlie Dom- 
inion the concurrence of the Provin- 
cial Government in the proj)osition to 
substitute good for worthless lands. 
With these documents in their hands 
this Government treat Sir. TnuTcn 

• with studied indiflercncc— hold, not his, 
mind, but the nroposition of the Dom- 
inion Government for thirteen tlays 
without conimuuicatiug with iiim eith- 
er in writing or orally — hold them in 
all twenty days, until the session 
is about to close, when they 
launch upon the House a land 
bill which in no manner meets 
the requirements or the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and is accompanied by sti|Hihi- 

. tioiis that may defeat the whole rail- 
way scheme. The treatment by this 
Government of ]Mr. Trutcu lias been 
extremely rufle. From a den of young 
bears one naturally expects uncouth 
behavior; but from a Government 
(pi'e.-iumably) composed of geni,lem"u 
better things arc lo«keJ for. Tiie Do- 
minion Government ajipoiiited their 
agent for t ;e express puri.ose of being 
close at haml to confer with tliis Gov- 
ernment on the most iinporlant matter 
cobnected with tlf railway niatier. The 
proposition, perhaps, was not a hard 
iind fast one. It was, doulitless, in- 
tended, as all such docuuients are in 
teiidcd, to form the Kaois of an agree- 
ment; and when the Provincial Govern- 
ment in their order in council of Tues- 
day ask to bo informed "of ihe nature 
of the guarantees that they (the Do- 
minion Government) are willing to give 
that railway work on the niainlaiul 
will be continuously and actively prose- 
cuted, and that wilhin an early definite 
period the promise to construct the 
Island section of the trunk Hue will b'^ 
fulfilled," they expose their trickery 
and villainy. On receipt of the pro- 
position it became their duty immc 
diatcly to ask for that iufoniiaiion ami 
to make suggestions, in place of acting 
like culprits who had made olF with 
some one's [jroperty and sought for it 
a secure hiding-place. 

The situation is dark and ominous. 
The city is filled with gloomy forebodings 
as to the outcome of the shameful con- 
duct of the Government who, to avoid 
the necessity of a general election, 
have trifled with the burning que.stion 
of the day until now they actually 
imperil railway construction, the 
failure of which will utterly ruin the 
(SOuntry.

These were facts, he said, on the 
concealnioiit of which no stress had 
been laid, but ho would decline to enter 
into a discussion of them for tho pur- 
jiose of justifying or defending them 
from a legal or other point of view, 
sincy tho regard due from him to the 
constitution and the position of the 
federal council prc^-ented liim from 
treating with jiarliament at the instance 
of an interpellant as to a bill before tho 
bundsrath, which would soon have to 
be discussed by that body.

CALIFORNIA-

finding tlial he lias encouraged a law- 
less and di.scontented element, advised 
them to parade the streets and en- 
deavored to keep them in such disposi- 
tion and temperament as to commit an 
outbreak whenever it should suit his 
purposes; that be has impeached the 
honestv of the whole community, ac- 
cused various branches of tho city gov- 
ernment of corruption and derilection 
of duty, and under pretense of conn 
.selling a mob against violence in- 
sidiously advised them to bo in readi- 
ness for bloodshetl and to overthrow the 
authorities. They express the opinion 
that Kalloch is unscrupulous and un- 
princijiled and devoid of integrity and 
tidclity to the public interests and that 
the time has arrived for the board to 
o.xpress their condemnation of his acts 
and recommend that ])rompt action bo 
taken to vindicate tho fair fame of the 
municip;ility by a judicial inquii-y into 
Kalloch's case. A motion to adopt the 
ri^port was put by Mayor Kalloch who 
announced on a »u'« voce votethat it was 
carried. Tho roll was then called re- 
sulting in an unanimous vote for 
adoption. A resolution was then 
adopted \v hich authorized the finance 
committee to cause judicial proceedings 
to be instituted against the mayor for 
his removal from iflice and empower- 
ing them to omiiloy counsel and jirose- 
cute the matter to a speedy termina- 
tion. Throughout the reading of the 
rejiort and tho resolution Kalloch ap- 
i poared cool and unmoved, appearing 
! to consider only the dignity of his 
position as presiding otficer of the board.

IIo related tho particulars of the charges 
which lio liad made in general language 
againat tho reporters, and stated tliat 
under tlio circuinstancea ho was suro tho 
'House would say ho was justified in 
makiiii; the ch u'goa ho had. Ho referred 
to tho speech of tho hon. mombor for Lu- 
nenburg (Kaulbach) on that occasion, 
finding fault with his saying th.at his at- 
tack on tho reporters was cowardlj' and 
brutal. That apeoch was diflcront in thu 
ofHoial report from wliat had boon spoken 
on tlie floor of tho Houso, for lio would 
never havo permitted tho hon. geiitlomoii 
to use such hinguago towards hiiusolf. 
Further it was known that that Ivoa. goii- 
tloman could not put twelve sentences 
together orally or in writng, and the 
cliangua in hia roinarka must havo l>eon 
niado witli tho guilty connivance of tho 
reporters. Tho hon. Kontlemaii was car- 
rymg on a newspaper discusaion ami cam* 
tohuu (Aliller)witli a half finished letter, 
asking him to llni-sh it for him, so that it 
would bo tit to 1)0 soon in print. 

Mr. Kaulbanh- -"That's false. " (Order, 
order.) 

Mr. i^Iillcr- Falao ! The H.ui. Mr. 
Dixon was present at the time, and hoard 
what paaaod. 

Mr. Dixon "Hoar, hear." 

Mr. .Milk'r s;iid ho was glaii tlicMu bad 
boon a v.itnoss present, lie had folt .'d- 
most insulted at the propositiuu to aid in 
abusing a man with whom lie was friend- 
ly, and had refused to havo anything to 
do with tho lettor. Ho referred to the 
attacks made by tho hon. gentleman in 
1877 on Mr. Cochrane, a servant of tho 
Governinont in Lunenburg, by whom 
that gonlleaiaii was charged with forgery, 
arson and murder, lie (Kaulbacli) had 
never had the manliness tu prosccutu 
those charges to tho present d.-iy, and yet 
this was tho high-toned, chivalrio gentle- 
man who had made thi.s most unjustifiable 
attack upon him. If Ihe House permit- 
ted an boll, gentlouitin to so far traiisgroas 
Parliamentary rtdes as ho had done 
in this ca.-,e, ho (Millor) would not be res- 
strained by decorum, but would give him 
"Boland for his Oliver." 

Mr. Kivulbach said ho was not surprised 
at this attack. Ho considered himself to 
rank with many men of high standing 
whom the lion, geiitlcnian had treated in 
a similiir manner before. Ho claimed 
timl this man (Miliui) occupied a most 
contemiitiblo position in Nova Scotia, and 
had sold all principles, political and other- 
wise, that ho over had.

Sotno .Senator's interfered then and 
peace waa restored, but the Upper House 
lias been shaken to Its very foundation.

Mr. Drununond presented a report 
from the ennnnittee.appoiuted to visit tho 
public .schools, li'i.^pital and gaol in tho 
city cif Victoria. The Ikju. gontleinan 
read tho report untl stated that he did 
not agree with nil its contents, e.siiecially 
tlmt part which referred to tho public 
.schools mid suggOHtcd that tuition fees bo 
charged in the high scliool. Hu did 
not rgcard that institutimi as a high 
.school at all but .simply aa a higher class 
of tho public .school.s. He had been ad- 
vised by the trustees that tliore was groat 
noces.sity for placing a sum on tho supi)le- 
nientary estmiates for constructing a par- 
tition to divide tho boys from the girls in 
tlio high school; also ainounls for the ini- 
provonient of existing lilaek lioards for 
two extra toachej,:s and for a building 
Kittiated in sonio central portion of tho 
city for the accomodation of tho youngest 
pupils atteiuliiig the schools. 

Tiio Speaker ruU'd anv discussion out of 
order.

Mr. NVilion presented a rejiort from the 
select comm ittoo appointed to investigate 
the accounts between Reed Bros. , con- 
tractors for tho Ksiiuinialt coflerdiiin, and 
the f iove'riiiiient. Tlio report recom- 
mends that the claim of st2,200 for dam- 
ages put in by tho (iovernniont ag.iinst 
Reed Uros. bo deducted and that tlie bal- 
ance of stjiuo SS.non then left due tho con 
tractors be devoted to the siitisfactioii o 
tho chvims of local creditor:! and employe, 
of tho lirnt. 

The report U'as ree dvedand laid on tlio 
table to be taken into coiisidoration to- 
rnorroAV.

flon. Jlr. Heaven presented a message 
from his lienor the Lieut. -Governor ac- 
c nipanTed by a bill imposing a toll of 2 
cents per pound on rico convoyed from 
Yale on tho main trunk road in tlio dir- 
ection of Cariboo and submitting tho 
same for tlio consideration of tho House. 

On motion the House went into com- 
mittee to consider tlio bill, with !\rr. (ial- 
braitli in the cliair. 

Mr. Mara, whilst supporting the bill, 
charged tho Governmont with insincerity 
in the matter. They had stated that they 
were afraid to incorporate the clause in 
theirfoniierbill stating that it u-ould result 
in tho di.sallowaneo of the entire measure 
at Ottawa. By bringing down tho bill in a 
separate form tho (jovcrnment virtually, 
intimated to the federal Government 
that it oxpoctod and in reality wished tho 
bill to bo disallowed. 

Mr. Ferguson said tlukt tlie other day it 
had been decided by a large majority that 
the House has not the power to impose an 
exceptional toll. Such being tiio case ho 
thought it was simply trilling with the 
([ucstion to introduce tho bill again to-day. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein said tho decision of 
tho House had not been to that elTect. It 
had simply lioen decided that tho clause 
whould not lie incorpm-ated in tho former 
bill because it was feared it would kill it 
at Ottawa. He had no doubt in his 
mind that tho hon. gentleman oppo.iito, 
when urging tho passage of the clause, 
hoped or thouglit it would kill tho mea- 
sure. Ho coukl readily under.^tand that 
tho present bill was just as unwholesoni'! 
and disagreeable to members of tho op- 
position as tho previous bill had been. If 
tho toll wore impose. 1 ho would have 
report at Ottawa why the .Txceptional toll 
had been made in the single instance of 
rice. 

Mr. Vernon rLpiuliated the insinuation 
of the attornej'-goncral that the oppf)sition 
liad urged tho incorporation of tlio clause 
in tho former Iloail Toll bill for tho pur- 
pose of killing it. Tho opposition had had 
no such object. The members for Yale 
wore interested in seeing the imposi- 
tion of tho tidl as it would benefit 
four-fifths of their constituents. The 
manner, however, in which the 
government were dealing with tho 
(incstion courted the disallowance of 
the bill at (."Ittawa. Ho contended that if 
the House had a right to impose one cent 
[ler pound on rice it liad a riglit also to 
impose two or ten cents on tho same 
article, not only on tho Cariboo wagon 
road but on otlier roads throughout the 
province. He would ofler some amend- 
ments later on. 

Mr. Sniitlio saitl ho intended to support 
tho bill ami contended at aomo length 
that tho clause. should have boon incorpor- 



ated in the former bill. Tho fact of tho 
present bill being brought down separate- 
ly would attract tho especial ntttention 
of tlio Dominion Governmont and would 
court disallowance. Tho governmont evi- 
dently were not sincere iii tho matter and 
ho could only believe that they were 
■working in tho intorcats of their frionds, 
tho Chinese (hoar, hear). 

Hon. M^•.^^YalkoIn replied andcontoiul- 
ed that tho opposition occupied a very 
absurd position. Tho tjthcr day thoy had 
insisted on tho introduction of tho bill 
and ninv they argued that tho government 
should not have brought down the mea- 
sure at all. Ho could readily understand 
that the nioni))ers for Yale would much 
rathor sco tho whole of tho former mea 
sure disallowed because the profits thoy 
would dorivo from tho sale of Hour pro- 
duced in Yalo ilistrict would bo as nothing 
compared with thi^ toll they would have to 
pay on every pound of other merchandise 
passing over the wagoiiroad. 

Mr. Vernon said that tlio last speaker 
had shown a lamentable ignorance of the 
condition of afliiirs in tho interior of the 
mainland. Ho did not sceui to know 
that his lion, friend (Mr. Mara) had one 
of the finest, if not tlie lluest, Hour mill 
in the Province and that aovoral other 
fine mills existed in Yalo district. 

Mr. Mara said the lueinbers of the op- 
position Were not opposed to the imposi- 
tion of this toll at all, but siin!)ly took ex- 
ception to the manner in which the gov- 
ernment had dealt with flie cpiostion. 'I'he 
attornoy-genoral tho other il,\y had a.?- 
snred the Ilouac that the insertion of the 
clause would result in tho defeat of the 
whole bill, but in spito of that he brought 
down tho clause now in the form of a 
separate bill and thereby called the 
especial attention of the Ottawa govern- 
mont to the question and literally courted 
its disallowance. It was plain the minis- 
try was not sincefo in tho matter and if 
tho former road toll bill wore disallowed 
tho Province would have only to attribute 
it to tho argniiioiits advanced by the 
premier in tliis and the previous deli:ii(\ 
Mr. Bennett .said that ho intended to 
support tho bill and explained that he j 
had voted for the former road toll bill j 
because he belicvetl it would benefit his < 
constituents. I 
Mr. Wilson liopoU tho bill would bo I 
withdrawn as it was childisli to pass a j 
moasure which thoy know well would be 
disallowed. Ho submitted that tho House ' 
had no right to impose a discriminative 
toll. Imnu'diatoly thoy commenced to 
do so they undertook to frame a tarilf- , 
something idtogotlicr i)eyonil their func- 
tions, j 
Mr. Smitlie said thoro could ho no i 
doubt about the right of the House to iiii- 
[losu the toll. On a fnnncv occasion they 
had been given tlio [lowor to impose a 
toll of one ceijt per pound on certain ; 
articles and omit the imposition of a toll : 
on others altogether. That was discrim- j 
illation and if it was allowed in one in- | 
stance why should it not bo allowed in 
this! He maintained that the position of i 
tho attorney gouoral was uiidignilied. 
(Hear, hear.) His insincerity was plain, 
for he introduced a lull and signified his 
intention of voting for it and in the same 
broath stated ho knew it would bo dis- 
allowed—in fact idmost naked the Ottawa • 
governmont to disallow it. Tho i)osition ; 
of the nioinbcr for Victoria city was ' 
straightfovv.'ard. He said lie believed the 
bill would be disallowed and would there- ' 
fore vote .against it. ' 

.\ftor further discussicni the committee j 
recommended tho bill to the House and ; 
it passed through all it.s stages without ! 
amendments. i

Mr. Oalbraith moved that all papor.s 
and correspondence, relative to the rail- 
way since confederation, bo collected and 
printed during recess for circulation in 
pamphlet fcu-in. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoiu stated that he had 
no..copy of the in.structiona given to Mr. 
Trutch and conseijiiontly could not em- 
body that with the i)apei's. Me would 
state for the iiiforinatioii of the House 
that ho had this morning received a letter 
fnjm Mr. Trutch. It was not of a very 
important nature, however, but amounted 
to a statement that he (Mr. T.) did not 
.agree in substance with the (jrder in coun- 
cil of the goveriniiont with reforeiu'(! ti.i 
the railway lands. The letter would be 
placoil before the House to-morrow. 

Tho motion was carried,

Messrs. Mara, Ferguson, Smith, Mc- 
Oillivray, Vernon and Ash expressed 
themselves as iiitonfling to oppose tho 
second reading. 

Mr. Gfilbraith then a.skcd leave to with- 
draw the bill, which was accordingly 
done. 

IN'IlKPKXDKS'L'i; l)K T Altl.I A M K .V 1 IIII.I.. 

Mr. Wilson explained biiclly the pro- 
visions of this bill and moved its second 
reading. Carried and referred to com- 
mitteo of tho whole, Mr. E. Brown in tho 
chair. 

Mr. Smithc would suggest an amcnd- 
meiid to clause one. The Supreme Court 
judges having placed did'oront meanings 
on the word "attached" ho thought it nec- 
cossary to make the clause plainer by ox- 
unging tho words "or receivable" and in 
lieu thereof inserting "as lioiwntviinn or 
fee, &c., rccovorable. " 

Hon. Mr. Beaven believed the principle 
of the bill was entirely wrong. It was an 
incentive to evil doing. Tho provisions 
of the constitution act were evaded every 
day by those who felt so disposed. He 



had ahvays bisen opposed to all legislation 
of this kind — because the oiTccts ivoro de- 
moral izing. 

Mr. Wilson coiiaidcretl that a law 
might just as well bo passed to logalino 
stealing— bccau-'o stealing was done. He 
was surprised at the objection raised by 
r>Ir. Beaven. 

Mr. Fei^uson thought the members of 
tho executive should bo hedged in with 
some restrictions. The attorney -general, 
however, .should be bettor paid a.s that 
ollicor was always a professional gentle- 
man. 

Sir. Wilson considered that the attor- 
ney-general was worth more than a com- 
mon memberof thocabinet tmdahouldhavo 
at least a SlOOO a year more than tho 

others. (Roars of laughter. ) 

Hon Mr. Walkom indignantly said it 
was an inyidiuus distinction to suggest 
even, tliat his services were worth 
moro than those of his colleagues. Ho 
would resent all such pitiful jukes as tho 
moniber for Victoria city was in the habit 
of gotti'ig off. Ho would not have sjiok- 
en liad not tho lion, member obliged him 
to do so by making such an uncalled fm* 
invidious observation, as ho had de- 
cided not to oppose the bill— 
if he had felt so disposed ho 
woultl have called tho attention of Mr. 
Speaker to the fact of its being flagrantly 
out of order. Had Mr. Wilson boon sin- 
ceio in his wish to get tho attorney gon- 
erals salary increased ho would luivo 
mentioned the matter in committco of 
supply. But it was woU-kiiown that he 
was ulected for tho oxpross purpose of 
loworing and keeping down tho salixrios 
of ministers. Similar acts had boon re- 
pealed in other provinces and he failed to 
see why a l)ridle should ho put upon ar.y 
monibor of tho House whether an ofiici il 
or otherwise. Tho lion, gentleman wont 
on at .some length denouncing Mr. Wil- 
son for perpetrating such a joko. 

House adjourned at sis o'clock to 2 p.m.

.\ u .-\(;i to aiUliori;;e the grant of certain 
public lauds on tho mainland of 
liritisli Columl)ia to tho government 
of tho Doaiiuiou of Canada for Cana- 
dian Piicific railway purposes. 
Her Majesty, by and with the nd\ icc 

and consent r.f tlie Legi.slate As.sembly of 

the Province of British Columbia, enacts 

,-is follou-.s : 

1. From and after the passing of this 
act, thoro shall bo, and there ia hereby, 
granted to the Dominion govern ment for 
the pnrimso of conatruetiiig and to aid in 
the construction of tho portion of the 
Canadian Pacific railway line located be- 
tween liurrard Inlet ami Yellow Head 
sunnnit, in trust, to he appropriated in 
such manner as the Dominion governmont 
m.ay deem advisable, a similar extent 
of public lands along the line of railway 
before mentioned (not to exceetl twenty 
miles on e.ich side of the .said line) as may 
be appropriated for tho same purpose by 
the buiniuion from the public lands of 
the Norlh-\\'est Territories and tho Prov- 
ince of Manitoba, as jji-ovided in tho order 
in council, .section 11, admitting tho 
I^r.jvince of British Coliiinbia into con- 
federation. The land intended to Do 
hereby c(.iiiveyed is more particularly ile- 
scribeil in a ilesijatch to the lieutenant- 
governor frcjni the honorable the secre- 
tary of state, dated tho 31st day of May, 
1878, as a tract of land lying along 
tho lino of said railway, beginning at Eng- 
lish Bay or Burrard Inlet and following 
the Fr.iser river to Lytton; thenco by the 
valley of the river Thompson to Kani- 
loops; thenco up the valloy of tho North 
Thompson, pa.ssing near to Lakes Albroda 
and (h-anbcrry, to Tote Jauno Cache; 
thence up the valley of tho Eraser river 
to tho sumuiit of Yellow Head, or bound- 
ary between British Columbia and tho 
North-west territories, and is also defined 
on a plan aceompanying a further despatch 
to llio Lieutenant-Governor from the 
said Seerotary of State, dated tho 23rd 
day of September, 1808. The grant of 
tiio .said land shall be subject othurwiso to 
tho conditions con ained in tho said Hth 
section of tho Terms of Union. 

2. This Act shall not allect or prejudice 
tho rights of the public with respect to 
common and jniblic highways existing at 
tho date hereof within tho limits of tho 
lands hereby intended to be convoyed.

THE SON DAY UV-LAW, 

Conn. McLean moved tho second read- 
ing of this bj'-law and stated in tho course 
of conversation withs.aloon keepers he had 
found that it was their desire that saloons 
should be closed between the hours of 1(1 
a. m. and o. p.m. A leading linn of liar- 
bers had also come to him and asked that 
they might be lirought within tho pro- 
visions of the by-law. The by-law, it 
would be observocl, did not interfere with 
the letting of horses, biiggii's or lioats. 

Coun. Clarke thought tlieelauso of the 
by-law prohibiting vessels from dischiiig- 
ing cargoes on .Sunday was iiiiieli too 
stringent.

Ciiim. .Mansell asked w iu:! her, if .sin'li 
were the case, aboot and .-ilioe f.ietory (.iUilil 
bo run on Sunday's p;-o\ ided no goods 
were sold. 

Coun. Shakespeare cinnplained that tho 
discussion was irregular siud moved tho 
Council into committee of tho whole to 
doal with the by-law. d'arried. 

Coun. Mansell iiiovcmI that the sale of 
liquor either by wludesale or retail bo 
prohibited between the hours of 12o'elock 
on .Saturday night and o'clock on Sun- 
day afternoon. Ho understood that tho 
saloon-keepers of the city wi.shcd for such 
a provision. 

Coun. Clarke opjiosud the mritioii. Ik- 
knew that the aakion keepers had heeii 
complaining of hard times for a long pe- 
riod — in fact everybody had. Tlio coui- 
munity was not read^- for any sueli by- 
law and ho was surprised that it luid boon 
introduced at all.

THE I'llOI'OSEI) I.O.IN. 

A report was read from tlio liiiaiico 
committoo with reference to the proposed 
loan of 870,000 for water works purposes. 
The report sots forth that the paspago of 
a by-law enabling tho Council to i-aisc 
•?70,000 for water works piirpesos will 
render it possible for the corporation to 
supply residents at the high levels of the 
city with an abundance of wator and that 
thereby tho water rents AviU bo increas- 
ed at least 20 per cent, next year with- 
out increasing the rate of taxation. That 
tho wator works aro at prcHont heavily in- 
debted to the city for sums taken from 
tho general revenue for reconstruction ol 
the hcadworks and that without such ox- 
pondituro a supply of wholesoino water 
could not h.'ivo been obtained. Thatruch 
expenditure has absorbed the whole of 
tho surplus revenue of tlio city for the 
current yon.v anil that tho corporation 
will not be enabled to improve thestriiots, 
&c., without extra taxation should the 
loan be refused. That tho amount re- 
quired for interest and sinking fund for 
the loan is §0,350, a sum which can easily 
be taken from the general rovenue. It ia 
;dso submitted that if the loan were raised 
it would place the water vorks ia a com- 
plete conilition. The eonnuitteo on these 
grounds recommended the first reading of 
the by-law. 

Coun. McLean moved the first reading 
of the by-law. Carried. 

STREET WORK, 

Coun. Shakespeare said that in tlio ab- 
aonc9 of surplus revenue it would bo veil

INDIANS OF llUITISIl col.r.Mni.t. 

Mr. Barnard moved for the corres])on- 
dence with the Indian Land Reserve Coni- 
niissionor or tho Government of British 
Columbia respecting allotments of lands 
to Indians in the district of Yale, Ac. He 
represented that there was considerable 
dissatisfaction among the whites in the 
district of Yalo with respect to lands al- 
loted to Indians there, and he hoped the 
Government would investigate the matter. 

Mr. Mills said that when British Col- 
umbia came ioto tho union it was not un- 
derstood that we should ignore tho titles 
which the Indians of Briti.sh Ccduniljia 
formerly ])osse3sed to laiuls tl'.ey occupied 
there. Tho whites had sometimes s(piat- 
fcotl on lands belonging to Indians, but 
those had been restored, and ho believed, 
properly restored, to the Indians. He 
thought the Government should carefully 
guard tho rights of the Intlians, otherwise 
serious complications would arise. The 
late Government, he believed, had not 
done moro than simple justice to the In- 
dians of British Columbia. 

Mr. DeCosmos declared that the whites 
of British Columbia had treated tho In- 
dians with perfect fairness. Ho objected 
to the Indians receiving any greater ad- 
vantages than the whites. 

Mr. Mackenzie moved to add the fol- 
lowing words to the motion: — "And alsi' 
a copy of tho memorandum of tho Minis 
tor of Justice upon which the Land Act 
of the British Columbia Legislaturi .we 
disallowed, and tho papers connected with 
such disallowance." Ho remarked tlia. 
at tlie time this Indian Commission wa.'. 
appointed there was an amount of dis- 
turbance in the minds of the Indians oi 
British Columbia that threatened 8e^iou^ 
consequence, and it was with a view of al 
laying that feeling that tho late Govern 
ment took the steps they did, with tin 
apparent harmony of tho Local Govern- 
ment. 

Sir John Macdonaldsaid the Indians nl 
British Columbia had naturally looked foi 
tho same protection in tho extinguish 
mont of their titles as those of other part, 
of tho Dominion. So far as he could un- 
derstand, the proceedings of the Com- 
missioner hatl boon satisfactory in tho wa\ 
of protecting the Indians. Mr. Sproat, 
the Commissioner, had, however, resign- 
ed, and his successor had not been apjioini 
cd. i\[r. Trutch, who was at present ii. 
British Columbia, would dc;d with tin 
British Columbia Government on that 
point, and would settle the Indians oi 
their reserve as soon as possible, so tha; 
the country might bo opcmsd up for tlu 
settlement of white population. 

After further disscussion tho motion 
was caiTied.
